LOCATION FOR ENTERPRISE ADULT DAY CARE CHOSEN

Monday's meeting, of the Coffee 
County Commission lasted just over 
one hour with the.Jangest discussion 
centering around the E}ba and Enter- 
prise courthouses. : 

Commission Chairman Lawrence 
Creel presented commissioners with 
a preliminary proposal for bringing 
both courthouses, Elba and Enter- 
prise, into compliance with the 
Americans with Disability Act. 

The proposal was prepared by 
Lynn E. Seymore, Architect, with 
Seymour & Lisenby Architects of 
Ozark, AL. 

According to Seymour, the re- 
view was based on “visual observa- 
tions [by him] of the referenced fa- 
cilities.’ 

Estimated costs of compliance 
with ADA in the Enterprise Court- 
house was set at $50,000. It is esti- 
mated that it will take approximately 
$75,000 to bring the Elba Court- 
house into compliance. 

In discussing the matter, Commis- 
sioner Sid Averett stated that he was 
against spending any more money 
on the Enterprise Courthouse. 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
echoed Averett’s sentiments. 

Averett made a motion that a 12- 
month extension be asked for in 
bringing the Enterprise Courthouse 
into compliance with the ADA. 

“There’s still some of us working 


.>s toward -a..new. courthouse..in. Enter-. 


prise - there’s some working against 
a new courthouse in Enterprise,” 
said Averett. 

“The dust hasn’t settle - the fat 
lady hasn’t sung. I think we can get 
that extension - go ahead and start 
on the Elba Courthouse. By the time 
we're finished with it we’ll know 
whether or not we can get this exten- 
sion,” continued Averett. 

Averett also commented that he 
felt like the people who have filed a 
Suit against the county concerning 
the accessibility to the Enterprise 
Courthouse will hold off if they see 
the commission making an earnest 
effort to comply. 

There was much discussion fol- 
lowing Averett’s motion with sever- 
al commissioners expressing their 
concern about holding off on ADA 
compliance. 

In his comment, Brooks stated 
that he opposed to spending “that 
kind of money on the Enterprise 
Courthouse would be just like throw- 
ing money down a rat hole.” 

Chairman Creel’s response was, 
“If in 1995, we are not in compli- 
ance with ADA and we get one of 
those per-day fines you’re going to 
talk about that rat hole. It’s going to 


be deeper than you think!” 

After several brief comments 
from other commissioners, Creel 
called for the vote on Averett’s mo- 
tion. 

Voting for the motion to seck an 
extension were Commissioners Sid 
Averett, Bernest Brooks, Jack Han- 
son, and Bill Faulk. In opposition 
were Commissioners ‘Lawrence 
Creel, Robert Stephens, and. Wendell 
Black. yg an 

The commission also voted to 
contract with Seymour & Lisenby 
Architects to draw up the plans for 
bringing the Elba Courthouse into 
compliance with the ADA. 

The second longest discussion of 
the morning came as Kenneth Ball 
presented the commission with four 
options on a facility to house an 
adult day care center to be located in 
Enterprise. 

Ball told commissioners that Ala- 
bama’s first county operated adult 
day care center was opened in Elba 
several months ago. He told the 
group that it has been used as a mod- 
el statewide and nationally for other 
such facilities. 

“We are at maximum capacity at 
the first one [Elba] and we are at the 
point now where we need to look at 
Opening a second day care for the 
senior citizens,” said Ball. 

The following proposals were 
presented-to the commission for con- 
sideration: fn 

Proposal One - A building located 


on. Rucker..Boulevard..which could. 


accommodate approximately 60 in- 
dividuals. 1 year lease only at $1,000 
per month, 

Proposal Two - An individual 
from Eufaula who owns land in En- 
terprise proposed building a facility 
and leasing it to the county. 

Proposal Three - The City of En- 
terprise proposed renting the county 
a portion of the Enterprise Civic 
Center, A renovation would have to 
be made to this site at an approxi- 
mate cost of $18,000 - $20,000 to 
the county. 

Proposal Four - Dr, Stanley’s old 
office building adjacent to the Enter- 
prise Nursing Home which could ac- 
commodate about 50 clients. Reno- 
vation costs to this facility are 
estimated to be between $7,000 and 
$8,000. A long-term lease at $500 
per month is available on this facili- 
ty. 

After considering all the options, 
Ball told commissioners that he 
would recommend the fourth option. 

Accessibility, operational costs, 
Start-up costs, security and other fac- 
tors were considered in determining 
which option would be recommend- 
ed to the commission. 

The commission voted unani-

According to Ball, with the addi- 
tion of the facility in Enterprise, the 
county will be able to provide day 
care for approximately 90 senior res- 
idents of Coffee County. 

County Engineer Mark Pool gave 
the commission an annual report on 
the highway department’s activities 
for 1993. It was good! 

Some of the highlights of the re- 
port are as follows: completed the 
construction of the county’s Subtitle 
D landfill in record time; paved six 
county roads totalling eight miles; 
applied for and received 
$1,026,746.00 in extra federal and 
state funds; erected more than 3,000 
road signs after renumbering the 
county’s roads - dirt and paved; re- 
sponded to 892 complaints; installed 
over 100 roadway pipes and 106 
driveway pipes; motorgraders bladed 
more than 2,358 miles and ditched 
200 miles; and up graded the engi- 
neer’s computer system. 

Pool also told commissioners that 
he had checked with the engineering 
firm designing the Landfill Water 
System Project and was told that it 
[the design] was nearing completion. 

Once the design is finished, it will 
be submitted to ADEM (Alabama 
Department of Environmental Man- 
agement) for approval. 

Pool told commissioners that 
once the plan is submitted, he will 
do everything possible to get it ap- 
proved as quick as possibler sci. 

After the design is okayed, the 
bidding process, the awarding of the 
contract and actual construction of 
the system - according to Pool - 
should not take very long. 

Other matters addressed by the 
commission were as follows: 

***Voted to pay expenses for 
Commissioner Bernest Brooks to at- 
tend a National Conference for 
County Commissioners.

Booth responds to FEMA charges

Council members heard a response 
to recently published news stories in 
several daily newspapers dealin 
with the 1993 FEMA audit of 199 
flood funds. 

Former City Clerk Pat Boothe 
told council members there was 
$302,000 in the FEMA account 
when the administration changed in 
1992. She said there is only $22,000 
remaining in the account as of May 
20th, according to the bookkeeper. 
Mrs. Boothe estimated that the 
FEMA account earned about 
$40,000 interest before being used 
and this money could have been 
used to purchase items which were 
not on the FEMA approved list. 

She asked what had happened to 
the balance of the money. Mayor 
Ricky Haywood said there were 
some outstanding bills when he took 
office, but he could give no figures 
without looking at the books. 

hen Boothe explained that 
FEMA funds were transferred to the 
General Fund as authorized ex- 
penditures became payable. She said 
FEMA only paid 75% of the bill and 
this percentage is the amount that 
was transferred. When asked if this 
policy was followed during the cur- 
rent administration, Haywood stated 
he didn’t know. 

Boothe said an effort on her be- 
half to review the audit and the ac- 
companying records was denied by 
Mayor Haywood. Mrs. Boothe in- 


dicated she was willing to work with 
other city officials in an effort to ex- 
plain to FEMA auditors the ex- 
penditures of federal disaster funds 
given to Elba in 1990 and 1991. 

When council member Bill Brun- 
son read excerpts from the audit and 
asked direct questions of the mayor 
about the statement in the report that 
city officials agreed with the audit, 
Haywood said he would be meeting 
with a representative of FEMA later 
in the week to discuss the problems. 

Burnson noted that the audit 
didn’t say anything about funds be- 
ing stolen, but itemized purchases of 
equipment which might not have 
been authorized under federal dis- 
aster fund guidelines. He pointed out 
several items on the list including 
some air tanks, etc. in the fire de- 
partment and desk chairs above the 
authorized replacement number for 
city hall. 

Looking at the report, Brunson 
said there didn’t seem to be anything 
about stolen money. “This is a black 
eye on the whole city,” referring to 
the published statements in three 
area dailies. 

Haywood interrupted and noted 
those were not direct quotes in any 
of the news articles, 

Suggestions were made by coun- 
cil members that Mrs. Boothe be uti- 
lized to help work out the problems 
but Haywood never agreed to this 
action, nor did the council instruct 
him to do so, 

At this time, Haywood asked the 
council to approve his recommenda- 
tion that the Alabama Department of 


Two brothers shot by cousin 
in Northern Coffee County

The Coffee County Sheriff's De- 
partment responded to a shooting in- 
cident last Thursday moming in 
northern Coffee County. 

_ The radio dispatcher at the county 
jail received a call at 2:26 a.m. that a 
shooting had occurred on Co, Rd. 
201 in the Perdue Community, The 
community is located near the Pike 
and Coffee county line. 

_ Upon arriving at the scene, sher- 
iff’'s deputies found two victims with 
gunshot wounds, They were: Timo- 
thy Gene Hurst, 27, of 65 Brantley 
Trailer Park in Toy and Fred Ander- 
son Hurst, 32, of 296 Keen Road in 
Troy, 

Both men had been shot once in 
the abdomen with a .22 caliber rifle. 
The wounded men were transported 
from the scene of the shooting to 
Medical Center Enterprise by a unit 
of the Elba Rescue Squad, 

Gary Langley, a resident of Cof- 
fee County, was taken into custody 
by deputies, He is also a cousin of 
the two men who were shol.

May 30th: A Very Special Memorial Day 


This Memorial Day will usher 
in a special anniversary not only for 
Americans, but for many Europeans 
as well. 

It was on June 6, 1944 that the 
Americans landed on the beach front 
of Normandy, France to pierce Ger- 
man defenses and begin the assault to 
liberate the European continent from 
the scourge of Nazism. 

This is an extra special time to 
recall the valor and the sacrifice of all 
those Americans who gave their life 
in defense of liberty. 

Those who answered the call 
to arms did so not to conquer and 
control other people nor to annex 
their lands. They did not seek glory. 
They marched behind the most re- 
splendent banner, the most glorious 
cause ... Freedom. And not only 
America’s. 

As we focus on the D-DAY 
anniversary this Memorial Day, one 
of the most graphic accounts of the 
terrible price Americans paid to lib- 


ning in the deep water drained many 
soldiers. 
Generals said that the first 
twenty-four hours would be deci 
sive, but to individual soldiers the 
lime was not so concrete. The time 
it takes a soldier under fire to run up 
a wide-open beach is eternal, 
Sounds of bullets and shell- 
ing sent soldiers’ cars into orches 
trated ringing. German troops em- 
bedded into giant pillboxes made 
them hard to reach. Troops dealt 
with murderous hazards of all kinds. 
Barbed wire and booby traps were 
everywhere. Enemy fire pinned 
down many troops for days.” 
Today, the surf now gently 
laps atthe beaches of northern France 
upon which one of the defining mo 
ments of world history was written. 
The serenity isa marked con 
trast to the June day 50 years ago 
when a massive amphibious assault 
signaled the beginning of the end of 
World War II.

Muscling is deter- 
mined by studying several body parts of 
the animal, watching the animal walk, 
and the width of the animal's stance. 
Muscling is used in both market and 
breeding animal contests. 

Frame size is used primarily in mar 
ket contests, but also comes to play in

Peanut Farmers be 
careful of what you put 
In your spray tank 


All over Colfee County tarmers 


are very diversified in the types of 
enterprises in Which they are in 
volved. Because of this, we have an 
extremely strong agriculture base 
However, when involved in several 


enterprises, a producer has be careful 
and not let on enterpr endanger 
the other. This is the case when 
spraying chemicals for one crop and 
then changing chemicals to spray on 
another crop out of the same tank, 

Most beef farmers are using very 
excellent products to control weeds 
in pastures, Be sure and always fol- 
low the label directions and read 
your label before you use any pest 
cide, but take extra special care 
when you use a restricted use pesti 
cide. Remember, it is restricted for a 
reason, 

If you have used a pasture chemi- 
cal with a non-ionic surfactant to 
control weeds in pastures and then 
sprayed peanuts with the same tank, 
there have been some reported prob 
lems. Dr. John Everest, Weed Scicn- 
list, Auburn University, talked to me 
last week and indicated in Geneva 
County last year that there was a 
problem spraying peanuts with a 
tank after using a pasture herbicide. 
The farmer that had sprayed his pas- 
ture had triple rinsed the tank using 
ammonia, soap and water and had 
noticed some wilting of his peanuts 
even after the fourth tank of spray. 
This is not to say that all pasture 
chemicals are a problem. However, 
you must realize that many pasture 
chemicals are very toxic to peanuts. 
There is a possibility when you 
spray any chemical out of one tank 
and clean it and then turn around and 
spray peanuts that you may have a 
problem. 

If you use any chemical not la- 
beled for peanuts and then plan to 
spray peanuts out of the same tank, I 
would recommend that you rinse fist 
with water or soap and water. Then 
put a quart of ammonia to each 25 
gallons of water, fill the tank and let 
it sit for 24 hours. Flush the system 
and flush the tank with plain water 
one more time. This is the recom- 
mended procedure to rinse chemicals 
from a sprayer. Many labels will 
have some of this same procedure. 

When one spray tank is used to 
spray several different crops, your 
rinsing and cleaning procedure is of 
the utmost importance. Even after 
you follow the rinsing procedure, 
there is always a chance that you 
could still have some of the chemical 
left in the system that would cause 
another crop a problem.

(1) To be divided by the Alabama 
Forestry Commission among the paid fire 
departments and paid fire districts, that 
meet the same minimum requirements of 
a certified volunteer fire department, 
within the state on a per capita basis as 
determined by the population within the 
corporate limits in the case of municipa! 
paid fire departments, and ona percapita 
basis for the area protected by paid fire 
departments other than municipal depart- 
ments or paid fire districts, 22.71 percent 
of the proceeds. The population of the 
rea protected in the case of paid fire 
lepartments other than municipal depart 
ments and paid fire districts shall be cer 
tified by the county commission of the 
county where the department is located. 
These proceeds are to be used only for 
the purchase of equipment, apparatus or 
buildings.
